WANT SMALLER LOANS 


State Official* IfellM to Lau Pwtaft 


Couty N«aey With Wklck to Meet 


BuM 


The commissioners of public lands, 


consisting of the secretary of state, 
state treasurer and attorney general, 
have declined to loan Portage county 
the sum of $100.000. with which to pay 
its railroad bonded indebtedness, which 
falls due Jan, 1. 1912. but as we atill 
have two years in which to make 
arrangements to meet the obligation, 
and the ptesent state officers will prob- 
ably be succeeded by others, the county 
board and officials will no doubt find a 
way out of the dilemma. The original 
Wisconsin Central bonded indebtedness 
amounted to $200,000. Ten years ago 
the county borrowed $100,000 from the 
trust f jnds of the state, payable in an- 
nual installments of $10,000 with in- 
terest, and which sum has now been 
paid in full. 
Last winter Assembly- 


man Crowell had the legislature pass 
a special act authorizing the commis- 
sioners to make another loan to this 
county of $100,000, payable in like in- 
stallments, but now comes a letter 
from that body saying that they be- 
lieve it a better policy for the state to 
loan its trust funds in smaller sums to 
school districts. The county board at 
its next session will no doubt make 
satisfactory arrangements for meeting 
the obligation when it becomes due.

Hookworm Menacing Cattle. 


Cattle lo the southern states are con- 


siderably affected by tbe hookworm. 
In South Carolina especially It is a 
serious pest, which often produces 
death. 


Tbe disease conies on with slow 


fever, diarrhea and loss of appetite. It 
soon becomes chronic, with constipa- 
tion, emaciation and thinness of blood. 
Young cattle are more subject to it 
than old ones. Tbe worm is found 
principally in the first part of the 
small intestine and attacks the mucous 
membrane with sharp teeth, sucking 
blood from tbe wound. 


The foil grown worm is of about the 


thickness of a pin aod from one-half to 
fire-eighth* of to loch in length. Eggs 
are deposited In the Intestines and dis- 
charged with tbe faeces. They seem to 
batch in the pasture grass, which they 
climb, ready to be eaten by tbe cattle 
and complete the circle of their life.

THE NEW ORE. 


One of Andrew Carnegie's Early Iron 


Experiences. 


Andrew Carnegie once stated that a 


short time after the starting of bis 
first plant in 1'lttsburg be bad an odd 
experience with Iron ore. 


"I was offered some ore that sam- 


pled about the usual grade, so far aa 
I was able to judge from appearances, 
at a reduced price." he said. "1 bought 
several thousand tons—a big order for 
those days. The second day after we 
commenced to run It the foreman came 
to the office and told me the new ore 
was of no account, that It did not flow 
and that the furnaces were so choked 
they would have to be dumped unless 
some remedy was found.

First be examined the new ore and 
then the old that we had been running 
without difficulty, and finally he looked 
at the furnaces. To avoid delay he 
made a little test of the two ores right 
there. 
I had told him when he ar- 


rived that I felt sure the new ore was 
worthless and admitted my mistake 
In buying It. Of course I did this as 
I dM not want him to think I wa» 
Ignorant of the business. 
Yon can 


Imagine my surprise, then, when at 
the conclusion of his test he quietly 
Informed us that the new ore was so 
good we did not know how to rnn It. 
The fact was that the new ore con- 
tained 30 j*>r cent more iron than the 
old, and all that It was necessary to 
do was to add a proportionate Increase 
of flux to bring abont reduction."—

Of the 117 school districts in the county, 63, or more than one half, fur- 


nish free text books for tbe school children, the districts buying the book's and 
loaning them to the children. This system has the advantage that the chil- 
dren will alway» have just the books they need and will hare them when they 
need them. There is also economy in it, as the same book can be used by 
several different persons in succession. The average wages of female teach- 
ers for the year wan $84.98 per month and of male teachers $59.08. 
This ia a 


considerable increase over the average wages as shown by the report for the 
year closing June 30, 1899,— was $24.81 per month for female and $32 77 for 
male. The report for the year closing June 30, 1907, two years ago, snows 
the average wages for that year to have been $32.78 per month for female and 
$50.76 for male. 


It is apparent from the foregoing that there has been a steady increase in 


teachers1 wages in Portage county and that the wages for the past year have 
been considerable higher than at any other time in recent years. 


Under the state library law the county treasurer in each county is re- 


quired to annually withhold ten cents tor each child of school age in the conn- 
ty, from the school funds that pass through his hands, and it is then the duty 
of county and city superintendents of schools to invest tbe money so withheld 
in library books for tbe school libraries in their respective counties and cities 
In accordance with this law, I selected 2,379 volumes or books this year for 
the 117 district libraries in tbe county. The cost of these books was $881.19 
There was on June 30, 1909, 17,719 volumes in the school district libraries of 
the county and the estimated value of the same was $7,006. Very respect- 
fully — Andrew P. Een, County Superintendent of Schools.

C C A S I O N A L L Y while 
trapping the Maine woods 
in search of deer or moose 
the bunter comes upon an- 
other animal the sight of 


which makes his heart beat 
faster 


than did ever the sight of 
antlered 


game and causes him to bring his rifle 
Into speedy action. 
More often it is 


the farmer living in an isolated re- 
gion who comes upon this brute, the 
Maine black bear, as the big fellow 
makes off with one of bil» lambs. 
In 


either case, be it sportsman or farm- 
er who sees the bear, the view he 
gets is likely to be short unless he 
brings the animal down, for this big 
brute with all bis strength and for- 
midable teeth and claws is no fighter 
and prefers running to fighting on al- 
most all occasions. 


Black bears are found in Maine in 


every county in the state with the 
exception of the most southerly coun- 
ties west of Penobscot bay. but are of 
course most numerous where the deer 
and moose are also found in greatest 
numbers. In northern Hancock, Wash- 
ington, Penobscot Franklin and Som- 
erset counties and the vast region 
embraced by Piscataquls and Aroos- 
took counties, most of which is heav- 
ily timbered. 


Years ago black bears were com- 


mon in the regions named, but the 
advance of civilization has made far 
greater inroads on their numbers than 
on the deer and moose. The animals 
were hunted for their fur and for the 
bounty placed cpon them by the state 
legislature. 


The bears had no friend. 
They 


were Wiled at aay and every time of 
year, for even in the summer months 
when their fur was of no value the 
bounty made hunting 
them 
worth 


while. This indiscriminate hunting of 
course speedily thinned out the ranks 
of Brain. 


A few years ago the bounty of 


five dollars was removed, and since 
then the hunters have lost most of 
their fervor. 
Beers are killed now 


wherever they are 
found 
by 
the 


ordinary hunters, but the men who 
made a business of trapping and hunt- 
Ing them have gone out of the busi- 
ness except for a few months in the 
year when the fur is in prime condi- 
tion. 


The Maine black hear is a queer 


animal. 
In his makeup there seems 


to be a combination of the character- 
istics of the human, the cat, the hog. 
the raccoon, the squirrel and several 
other animals. 
Though his natural 


method of locomotion Is on all fours. 
he can walk upright almost as easily 
and steadily as a man. and there is 
something laughably human in the 
way one of these big brutes will sit 
up on his haunches and reach a fat 
forepaw around to scratch his ribs. 
At many times the bear displays al- 
most human intelligence in the man- 
ner in which he evades traps and 
deadfalls set for his destruction. 


No member of the cat family could 


be quicker with a stroke of its fore- 
paw than Is a black bear, and the 
bear has his paws armed with claws 
which a tiger or lion might envy. 
With his forepaws the bear can strike 
a blow with the swiftness and skill of 
a trained boxer, and many are the 
woodsmen who hare found this out to

SOMERS VILLAGE 


The Hamlet of Harvey Birch, of Cooper's "Spy" 


and Other Famous Characters. 


In the early part of the last century Somers 


Village, or Somerstown Plain, as it was then 
ra'ied. where the two roads to the Hudson 
river branched off, one to Sing Sing and the 
other to Peekskill. was a busy place, 
with 


three hotels, three stores, a newspaper, the 
Pomers museum, hat shops and other Indus- 


HackaJiah Bailey built and conducted the 


HJpphant hotel, a substantial three-story brick 
i-frr.cture, which is in pood repair to-day. la 
front of It stands a granite shaft, on the top of 
w hlch is a model of the first elephant brought 
to this country. "Old Bet" 
Mr. Bailey bought 


th~ elephant of his brother, who was captain 
of & sailing vessel. Securing a partner, he put 
them on tbe road, traveling from 
place to 


place at night and showing in bams in 
the 


daytime. 


Not hearing from them in some time. Mr 


Bailey started on horseback to look them up 
Finding the elephant and man near Boston and 
asking for an accounting, he was told that the 
show did not make any money. Then said Mr. 
Bailey. "I will shoot my half and you can do 
what yon like with your half." 


From this small beginning the menagerie 


business grew to large proportions under the 
management of the Crane*. Baileys. Junes, An- 
eevenes *nd Tituses. all residents of Somers 
or South Salem. The long barn on the Gerard 
Crane farm was built to house the animals in 
winter. 


Enoch Crosby, the Harvey Birch of Coop- 


er's "Spy," married a widow near Somers vil- 
)ace-v She was buried at Mount Zlon beside her 
first hvsband and he at Gilead. 


Luther Kinnicut, one of the strange, eccen 


trie characters of those early days, was be- 


lieved to be In league with the devil. 
The 


turnpike from Sing Sing to Sodom Four Cor- 
ners passing through the village was the route 
of the rumbling stage coach and the farmers' 
wagons with their produce 
The toll gates 


were unpopular and frequently destroyed, prob- 
ably for a consideration. Finally Luther was 
arraigned in court and the indictment read 
charging him with cutting down the turnpike 
gate 
He answered. "Not guilty. I did not 


touch the gate; I only sawed off the post, the 
gate hung on." and walked out of court. 
At 


another time a noted criminal lawyer asked 
him what made his face so black. He said: 
"My face Js not as black as your character for 
you put your sister in state prison."

one now living. Dr. Ebenezer White was tried 
some 75 years ago for heresy because he re-

SPANISH SOLDIERS UNDER FIRE 


Method of Advance—Discipline More Lax in 


Camp than on the Field. 


The Spanish soldier's behavior under fire Is 


admirable 
Only yesterday, as were were re- 


tiring down the slope of a hJ3] under a desul- 
tory fire I saw a sergeant quietly stop in the 
open, roll and light a cigarette, and then pro- 
ceed deliberately to rejoin his comrades writes 
a correspondent of the London Mall 


Discipline 3s somewhat lax in camp, though 


I believe that with the material which tbe oftV 
rers have to handle a mile more strictness 
would be advisable, for the soldier of Spain is 
a cheerful, independent, devil-may-care fellow 


On the field, however, bis ottedience Iemv« 


nothing to b« desired, unless It be his over- 
anxiety to continue firing after the "cease 
flre" has sounded. In direct opposition to our 
English methods, the non-commissioned offi- 
cers have power to hit a man for slackness, 
stupidity or non-obedience of orders, whereas 
one soldier striking another Is most severely 
dealt with, especially as Spaniards invariably 
"fight it out" with the knife. 


The officers are keen and well informed, 


and their car» for the men's comfort is not- 
able. Here Is an example: We had Just re- 
turned from convoy duty and on returning to 
camp were glad to find an excellent cold soup, 
prepared with oil. water, vinegar and 
vege- 


tables. Tbe officers of each company stood 
around seeing that the men got their due por- 
tion, first having tasted It to assure themselves 
of the quality of the food. 


Some of the Spanish methods In the field 


are unusual 
The firing line, for instance, 


starts with a rifle a yard, but the advance. In- 
stead of beinj? conducted In line, follows this 
plan: Each squad of six to 10 men under a 
corporal, on the signal to advance being given, 
wheels around and doubles toward the next 
cover in Indian file, extending Into line as the 
cover Is reached; In this way the whole line 
may advance simultaneously, or squad by 
squad, the advantage claimed being tbe small- 
ness of target offered to the enemy during the 
rush forward. 


As by force of experience we learned in 


South Africa the absolute necessity of using 
all cover, so the soldier here, after his first 
few fights. In which the losses were so alto- 
gether disproportionate 
to 
the successes 


gained, found that to compete with the Moors 
required all his cunning and was no mere field 
day. Now during the advance he makes full 
use of all stones and depressions In the 
ground. Tbe only fault I note It that he Is too 
prone to make use of the kneeling position 
from behind cover, thus exposing the head and 
shoulders to flm- 


"Yes. That's right. We live here, each of 


us owning a share of the property, and a piece 
of ground, which we cultivate or superintend 
the cultivation of. We can dispose of the prod- 
uce as we like, and as all we are allowed here 
Is the barest food, it comes in very handy. We 
are just about due to elect our three wardens. 
No, there is no abbot here He Is only appoint- 
ed in those monasteries where there is every- 
thing in common. There are about a hundred 
and forty of us. We used to be nearer three 
hundred, but times are growing harder. Our 
young men are emigrating and who 
knows 


what may happen In Athens." 


"Then you are not allowed to marry." 
"No, only the lower orders of the clergy are 


permitted. 
We meet but death here. Come 


with me." and we descended lnt« the ossuary 
where the dead bones of the monks of yester- 
day were piled In rude heaps. "Many good men 
lie here, and here I. in God's good time will 
leare all that Is frail of me. How many cen- 
turies look us In the face, silent and yet elo- 
quent."
